Dear JEREMY,—How’s the wind wWh you?) We 
had a real blow owt here yesterday, exceeding all

the winds were whistlinga new tune for Chaos to 
dance cotillons to. The air was literally darkened 
with flying artillery of brickbats, lamp tops, martin 
houses, scuttle doors, and patent chimney smokers, 
whizzing and whirling about lixe turkey buzzards with 
| their eyes out. Two men were taken off their feet in 

Cornhill, and bolted direct!y through an apothecary’s 
shop window, bottles and all. They wete picked up 
unhurt ; but died on the way in all the colours of the 
rainbow. A merchant's clerk was resh enough, in the 
worst of the gale, to look through a spy glass from a 
store at the end of India Wharf. The wind suddenly 
dashed in the glasses, filled the tube, wrenched it out 
of his hand, and carried it safely over the water to 
Long Wharf. This gave rise to a report that a Con- 
steve rocket was let off during the gale from an Eug- 
lish brig that lies in the harbour. The clerk says he 
shall never forgive himself for not holding on to the 
spy glass ; not doubting in the least, that he would 
have gone over with it, and lived to tell a better story 
than Docter Jeffries and Mr. Blanchard. 

A fricnd of mine was blown off the end of Long 
Wharf to a considerable distance. By great good for- 
tune he caught hold, in his flight, of a schooner’s rig- 
ging, that lay at anchor in the stream, where he re- 
inained some minutes, with his body and legs pointing 
out horizontally to leeward, like the tailof a weather 
cock, which he personated to a charm, till relieved by 
one of the crew. A lady in Sumner-Strect was lifted 
up by an impudent blast, carried some forty or fifty 
rods through the air, and lodged, at last, in tolerable 
order, im the top of a horsechesnut tree. “he passed 
directly over my head ; the very image of a turned 
umbrella with two handles. 

A number of brimstone meeting houses in the vicini- 
ty were iown down.

The Old South’steeple is supposed to 
have taken a lurch ; and crowds of people are, at this 
moment, straining their eyes at it. See, says one, it 
leans West. No, says another, it leans East. A iilk- 
maid in Dedham was seized by the wind, in the very 
act of milking.

The author had 
visited the spots he described, and pourtrayed 
them with sensitive accuracy ; he felt the 
greatness of his theme in retrospect, and pour- 
ed forth the unavailing bopes of genius fer the 
revival of Rome. 

This Poem, incorporated with others by the 
same author, is now in the press at Boston.-- 
Their merit will no doubt procure for them; 
that degree of notice which merit alone can 
obtain in this country; and which, while for- 
eiguers are beginning to appreciate it, our do- 
mestic critics may hesitate to condemn. Amer- 
ican Poetry, like American Seamansiaip, is tis- 
ing in the thermometer of European estimation: 
and it depends upon ourselves, whethet our ef- 
forts in verse shall not, in all the true charac- 
teristics of poetry, bear awdy the palm from 
our Trans-Atlantic competitors. 

For, we live in a new country, romantic and 
unexplored. We dwell among fresh and vir- 
ginal scenes, the imagination of which is scarce- 
ly entrusted to the dreams of the worn out 
population of Europe. We live in the midst of 
abundance, and beyond the reach of fear. We 
think without restraint, and we act as frecly as 
we think. With these physical and moral ad- 
vantages, we see no reason to despair of Amet- 
ican Poetry. 

The following extract, is a beautiful and pa- 
thetic allusion to Mance.uus : 

** A mother’s hopes, a nation’s, are undone— 

The Roman Empress mourns her only son. 

He died in youth ; Oh! who will cry alas, 

Or wail his doom, as o’er his grave they pass? 

Calm be his sleep; he died in life’s sweet prime, 

Fre yet his guiltless heart was flawed by crime ; 

While earth o’erflowed by hopes, & joys, & charms, 

And nature lived within his youthful arms ; 

Ere heartless friend had poisoned pleasure’s sprivg, 

Or bitter knowledge taught him murmuring. 

Let virlets blossom where his ashes rest--

DOMESTIC INTELLIGENCE. 


D&FEAT oF THE Ricarer Inpians. The National 
Intelligencer, Extra, printed on Saturday the 5th 
contanrs the official account of the defeat of the Rica- 
ree Indians. An action commenced before the Rica- 
ree towns, on the 9th of August. They were driven 
into the towns, which were eventually destroyed. On 
the 10th the Ricarees sent out and begged for peace 
they said the first shot killed their chief, “ Great 
Kyes,” who was the cause of the mischief. They 
were evidently terrified and humbled. On the nicht 
of the 12th, they abandoned their towns, and a mes- 
senger who was sent to call them back, returned with- 
out finding them. It is supposed that more than 50 of 
them were killod. The following extract of a letter 
from an officer, who was in the Expedition against 

_the Ricaree Indians, has been publisaed in Kentucky : 
“TE think the Ricaree Indians superior to any other 
nation of Indians on the Missouri river ; that is,they ap- 
proach nearer to civilization. ‘They had a field of a- 
bout four hundred acres of corn, a larze quantity of 
squashes,pttmphins, and beans, and they had comforta- 
ble lodges to live in. They have two villages, distant 
trom each other about two hundred yards ; they are 
built ina circular form, each village containing about 
sixty-four lodges, which are also built in a circular 
form; thatis, they are round at bottom and come to a 
point atthe fop, in the form of a cone, the lodges are 
covered with earth, and are large enough to contain a- 
bout thirty persons, besides having room for severai 
hotses, which are kept in the lodges. Vhe Ricaree 
| Indians manufacture a kind of earthen pot, which 

serves fhem to cook in. ‘They are very inzenions tribe ’ 
and can live perlectly independent of every other na-

CUSTOMS AND CEREMONITS AT THE DEAN OF THE

The death of the Pope is a circumstance 
which gives place toa multitude of ceremonies, 
a detail of which cannot fail tointerest our read- 
ers. We offera description of those which 
are usually practised after the decease and at 
the funerai of the pope. We shall then pres- 
ent those of the conclave held. an! those of the 
election of a new Pope ; and tinaliy a picture of 
the solemnities which accompany the taking 
possession of the Hely See by the fortunate 
Cardinal elected hy his colleagues to this sta- 
tien. 

When a Pope is at the poiat of death, the 
first thing which his nephews and domestics do 
is to carry away from the palace all the meven- 
bles and effects with which it is adorned. Thev 
give themselves upto this kind of pillage with 
so much audacity and address, that nothing but 
naked walls remain, and very often the corpse 

of the deceased pontiff is found by the officers
